Exactly  137  years  ago  six  students  of- 
ficially organized  Ihe  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.

Dear  Editor: 

I would  like  to  comment  on 
Wire  Editor  Dave  Hoover’s  Thurs- 
day column,  “Character  vs  Poli- 
tician.” Frankly,  I was  offended 
by  the  implied  purpose  of  the 
column^-to  warn  the  “so  called 
informed  intelllectual”  of  Ihe  dan- 
gers of  trusting  “the  words  of 
many  politicians  who  always  say 
what  they  are  forced  to  as  cir- 
cumstances dictate  and  change 
their  minds  when  they  need  to 
change  their  riimds.”  'Offended 
first  because  I have  a great  and 
growing  respect  for  the  politician 
and  feel  that  he  deserves  more 
trust  rather  than  less,  and  second, 
because  the  whole  attitude  of  Mr. 
Hoover’s  article  seems  to  create 
a dichotomy  between  the  politi- 
cian and  some  rather  undefined 
paragon  of  truth  and  character. 
The  dichotomy  is  invalid,  because 
the  philosopher  and  statesman 
no  not  exist  independent  of  and 
in  spite  of  the  politician,  but  rath- 
er with  and  because  of  the  poli- 
tician. 

The  dichotomy  is  created  with 
statements  such  as,  “Statesmen 
will  often  gamble  with  principles, 
but  the  politician  must  restrict 
himsdf  and  deal  with  only  that 
wliich  is  before  him.”  To  me  this 
implies  that  the  politician  dis- 
regards principles  in  his  func- 
tion. I cannot  agree. 

Or  this  statement:  “He  (Hitler) 
was  a politician.  He  grappled 
with  immediate  events,  and,  like 
most  politicians  in  history, 
preached  falsehoods  when  he 
needed  to,  when  it  served  his  pur- 
poses.” The  suggestion  is  that  Hit- 
ler was  a representative  member 
of  an  evil  group  (“politicians”) 
which  we  should  distrust  as  we 
should  distrust  Hitler. 

Now  I cannot  believe  that  Mr. 
Hoover  really  means  to  purport 
the  dichotomy  which  these  state- 
ments of  his  seem  to  create.  I 
feel  sure  that  he  would  look  with 
the  rest  of  us  to  the  politician  as 


one  of  the  main  sources  of  char- 
acter to  lead  us  into  the  years 
ahead,  rather  than  imply  with  a 
“character  vs.  politician”  title 
that  we  should  look  somewhere 
else.  I feel  too  that  he  would  not 
completely  separate  “what  men 
say”  from  their  character.  We 
surely  cannot  define  the  politician 
as  an  expedientist  today,  and  then 
wait  twenty  years  to  see  which 
politicians  were  really  not  “politi- 
cians” but  men  of  character. 

I am  proud  to  read  what  the 
politicians  of  this  nation  have  said 
throughout  our  history,  and  to 
listen  to  what  they  say  today. 
No  one  has  to  tell  me  the  differ- 
ence between  what  a politician, 
says  and  what  a prophet  says, 
but  I will  not  brand  the  politician, 
who  comes  from  my  own  ranks, 
as  unprincipled  or  innately  dan- 
gerous. I will  continue  to  resent 
those  who  emphasize  the  pejora- 
tive use  of  the  word  “politician,” 
and  I feel  that  Mr.  Hoover  has 
made  that  mistake.

First  'Modern'  Nursing  School 
Opens  In  New  York  Hospital

NEW  YORK-In  1873  the  first 
“modern”  American  nursing  school ; 
opened  at  Bellevue  Hospital  in  New  j 
York.  Nurses  wore— a blue-and 
white  striped  uniform,  ankle- 
length  with  puffed  sleeves,  white 
apron  to  the  shoetops,  a black  bow 
tie  and  boudoir  cap. 

Today’s  shirtwaist  or  shift  silhou- 
ette of  the  nurse’s  uniform  bears 
little  resemblance  to  the  antique 
ones.  ; 

The  revolution  in  uniforms  has^ 
been  accompanied  by  a revoluticm 
in  the  types  of  services  nurses  per- 
form In  the  19th  century,  the  nurse 
provided  simple  services— washing ' 
the  patient,  making  the  bed,  feed- 
ing patients,  changing  dressings, 
giving  medications.

Nurses  of  that 
era  just  wouldn’t  believe  their  e}^, 
if  they  saw  the  modern  nurse  in 
action,  according  to  Miss  Haynes. 

“Today’s  nurses  work  shoulder  to 
shoulder  with  physicians  and  other 
highly  trained  members  of  the 
health  team,”  she  said.  “Since 
World  War  11,  Nurse’s  responsibil- 
ities have  increased  dramatically. 

“This  means  more  rigorous  nurs- 
ing education,  providing  sound 
background  in  anatomy,  jrfiysi- 
ology,  chemistry,  microbiology, 
pharmacology,  sociology,  psycholo- 
gy. and  anthropology.  Nurses  have 
become  scholars  as  well  as  tech- 
nicians.” 

She  said  these  things  must  be 
considered  when  one  realizes  that 
the  nation  is  short  some  125.000 
professional  nurses  today.
